science or  my  country,  without  giving  a prefer- 
ence to  political  parlies.  1 am  therefore  a par* 
tv  man,  and  of  the  republican  part)'.  1 am 
not  ashamed  of  my  party  nor  the  appellation 
of  republican,  or  any  other  name  connected 
with  go- id  'principles.  It  is  therefore  astonish 
ing  to  me,  that  men  tvho  have  principles  at  all 
can  tor  ever  bawl,  no  party,  no  party,  no  party 
It  would  not  be  strange  to  see  good  men,  am', 
firm  nn-n  speak  against  violence  and  rage 
arising  from  a difference  of  sentiment.

From  the  Baltimore  American. 
Nothing  is  more  extraordinary  tothe  con 
sideration  of  a reflecting  mind,  than  the 
choice  made  by  multitude's  in  the  world,  of 
evil  rather  than  good.  That  is,  of  what 
will  produce  their  harm,  rather  than  their 
happiness.  The  manner  in  which  numbers 
ruin  their  prosperity  in  private  life,  is  the 
subject  of  every  day’s  conversation  and  e 
very  person’s  judgment.  Yet  the  same 
wrong  conduct  is  renewed  in  nriany  who  see 
and  judge  it  in  others.  A like  event  takes 
place  in  .matters  of  general  and  public  con- 
cern. Though  a nation  may  be  seen  in- 
contestably happier  than  all  others,  and  it 
is  manifest  ff:e  happiness  is  owing  to  their 
liberty  ; that  the  good  of  one  is  connected 
with  that  of  the  whole  ; yet  thousands  will 
be  disposed  to  lessen  the  freedom  of  the 
nation,  without  prudential  care  for  them 
selves  or  the  least  mercy  for  others.  A 
general  depravity  of  human  nature  is  to  be 
sure  the  first  cause  that  has  let  in  this  per- 
verse and  malignant  temper,  from  which 
issue  the  ambition,  pride,  avarice,  envy 
and  all  the  lusts  that  have  invaded  the 
peace  of  mankind  in  all  ages,  anil  filled 
the  earth  with  broils,  tumults,  disorders, 
miserv  of  every  kind,  oppression  8c  death. 
The  U.  States  of  America  are  certainly 
the  happiest  abodes  of  men. — Vet  'that 
which  has  turned  the  world  upside  down, 
has  come  hither  also.’ — The  spirit  of  am 
bition  which  cares  not. for  the  ruin  of  a nnl 
lion,  if  it  may  have  power  and  greatness ; 
and  indeed,  must  ruin  to  possess  that  tm 
controulable  sway  and  superiority  which  i 
continually  thirsts  afier.  Men  equal  by 
n ature  cannot  overthrow  that  law  by  ad 
ding  something  superior  to  themselves;  but 
In-  depriving  others,  and  making  them  less, 
they  appear  bv  comparison  greater.  A 
man  cannot  add  an  inch  to  his  stature,  but 
bt  getting  others  under  his  feet,  lv  rises 
into  height  and  is  in  full  view.  Avarice 
cannot  like  Midas,  by  its  own  touch,  turn 
every  thing  into  gold — It  must  therefore 
take  it  trom  many  others,  and  is  as  willing 
to  mb  as  ambition  to  murder  the  world. 
These  great  allies  though  disclaiming  one 
mother,  go  continually  together.  Under 
the  wicked  ministry  of  Great  Britain  they 
brought  arms  and  fire  and  blood  iuto  this 
land,  where  the  people  dwelt  in  peace  un 
der  the  shade  of  their  own  trees;  and 
where  kinesv  pottles,  castles,  armies,  the 
defences  and  offences  of  war  were  scarcely- 
Seen  or  known ; but  they  denied  a pnwjer 
to  rule,  and  to  collect  money  from  them ; 
the  spirit  of  ambition  and  avarice  spoke 
nut  their  proper  language  in  the  act  of  the 
British  Parliament,  that  'they  had  a right 
to  bind  America  in  all  cases  whatsoever.’ 
They  did  as  they  spoke.  When  the  cruel 
invaders  were  expelled,  with  the  death  of 
many  a worthy  man ; the  desolation  of  ma 
ny  a peaceful  house  and  prosperous  town; 
when  the  people  had  scarcely  drawn  breath 
after  the  conflict ; the  evil  passions  of  home- 
bred avarice,  pride  and  ambition,  started 
up  to  renew  the  contentions  and  mischiefs 
that  had  vexed  all  the  periods  of  human 
existence.  To  overpower  that  selfishness 
which  disregarded  the  general  welfare, 
the  people  of  the  U.  States  agreed  upon  a 
plan  of  government,  which  sTiould  estab- 
lish powers  for  general  benefit,  confi- 
ned by  all  tbe  principles  ami  provi 
-.inns  which  coufil  secure  liberty,  safety 
and  happiness.  Tiie  great  principle  which 
alone  could  do  this,  was  that  of  keeping 
the  power  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  while 
a short  delegation  of  it,  continually  renew 
ed,  should  enable  those  to  whom  It  was 
comrfiittcd  to  execute  all  the  offices  need 
ed  bv  individuals  among  each  other,  or  by 
the  nation  among  other  nations.  How 
great  is  this  trust,  how  warily  shotilil  it  be 
given  at  all  times?  The  people  are  seldom 
left  to  choose  entirely  of  themselves.  If 
there  were  to  selfish  passions,  no  car>di 
dates  wouid  be  heard  of.  till  the  people 
called  for  such  and  such  to  perform  these 
duties.  B t ambition  urges  the  most  dan- 
gerous men  to  offer  themselves;  and  as  by 
woeful  experience  many  aiv  made  wise, 
they  who  see  the  danger  from  the  charac- 
ter and  designs  of  the  ambitious,  are  nbli 
ged  :o  oppose  by  offering  men  more  relied 
on  for  the  people’s  choice.  Here  the  con 
test  betuns  and  parti  forms,  the  principles 
-f  each  developing  in  the  progress.  Am 
biiion  had  been  unsuspiciously  admitted 
into  the  convention  that  formed  the  fede- 
ral constitution  It  immediately  p“6oo- 
seii  kingly  forms  and  powers  of  govern 
ment ; of  course  the  subjection  and  degra- 
dation of  the  people.  It  considered  not 
the  right  of  any  to  rule  their  brethren,  the 
native  right  to  equal  happiness  in  the  ruled 
and  rulers.  It  seemed  to  have  no  thought 
at  all  of  justice  and  humanity,  but  affec 
ted  a government  like  those  of  Europe ; 
a contrivance  for  th beo/U  vicious  work  of 
show,  splendour,  and  self-importance; 
mastery  in  a few  men,  formed  into  a mo- 
narch, nobles,  generals,  and  admirals.  A 
court  glittering  and  pleasureful ; a people 
reduced  to  commons,  plebeians,  trades- 
men, soldiers,  sailors,  the  mere  instru- 
ment*, servants  and  property-  of  the  o- 
thers;  who  would  at  the  same  time  hate 
them,  as  conscious  of  their  equal  nature, 
rights  and  superior  power : knowing  an  in 
jury  was  done  them  and  liable  to  their  re 
srntment.  A horse  or  dog  mav  be  loved 
and  caressed  bv  these  great  men.  but  a 
fellow  mart  reduced  to  servitude,  neVer  can 
be ; but  is  equally  hated  and  despised. 
There  were  sense  aniFgoodness  enough  in 
the  conven'.on  to  reject  this  scheme,  and 
foil  Hamilton  and  its  partizans.  They  had 
power  enough  however,  to  keep  out  so 
much  as  would  let  in  afterwards  what  they 
wanted.  Hence  tha  constitution  was  des- 
cribed by  fienl.  Washington  and  others,  as 
a compromise.  The  advocates  of  power 
obtaining  a part,  and  the  friends  of  repub 
lican  equality  and  simplicity  prevailing  in 
tbe  main.  The  several  states  however 
moved  by  less  ambition,  and  actuated  by 
more  of  human  sympathy,  amended  the 
constitution and  provided  for  the  security 
’f  trial  bu  jury,  of  a free  press , and  re 
ligion  clear  of  establishments:  These 

had  bee-i  left  out  ot  view  altogether  by.  the 
party  for  strong  government  under  the 
pretence,  as  they  never  want  pretences, 
that  they  were  understood.  We  shall  set 
hereafter  how  they  disregarded  the  under- 


standing and  express  declaration  of  the 
constitution,  in  these  respects. 

It  may  be  said  as  of  Jacob  and  Esau, 
that  two  unborn  parties  struggled  togethei 
in  the  womb  of  the  convention.  All  wfio 
knew  from  the  history  of  the  world,  how 
mankind  had  been  exalted  in  virtue,  knowl- 
edge and  happiness  by  the  possession  o! 
liberty  ; how  they  sunk  into  meanness  and 
misery  where  they  lost  it ; who  knew  the 
arts  practised  by  the  ambitious,  and  the 
steps  by  which  they  advanced  to  power  ; 
in  short,  they  who  would  have  justice  anil 
tr.eicy  for  their  fellow  men,  after  somc- 
sliglu  divisions,  fell  in  together,  supported 
the  democratic  principles  of  _ the  constitu 
tion,  and  opposed  whatever  tended  to  make 
the  government  too  strong  for  the  people 
At  first  without  a distinctive  name,  acting 
only  on  general  principles;  but  afterwards 
when  these  principles  were  clearly  seen  to 
be  the  common  spirit  that  animated  the 
body,  and  neither  were  in  or  owned  by  the 
others — they  were  called  Democrats  and 
R K pV’B  Lie  ANS.  The  party  whoa  ime?.  at 
power  and  grandeur,  End  urged  strong  go- 
vernment ; who  could  not  avow  their  prin 
ciples,  took  a name  rather  from  something 
more  in  sight,  that  might  impose  upon  the 
people,  whom  they  always  reckoned  liable 
to  imposture,  and  titled  themselves,  triends 
of  government,  or  federalists.  They 
were  before  hand  with  the  others  in  this, 
and  knowing,  as  they  thought,  the  Influence 
of  names  with  the  ignorant,  as  they  estee- 
med the  people,  they  both  assumed  their 
own  title  and  gave  an  unfavourable  denom- 
ination to  iheir  opponents.  After  a little 
hesitation  they  fell  in  together,  like  to  like  ; 
th;  ambitious, proud,  ostentatious — all  who 
longed  for  distinction  and  hated  equality — 
All  who  hail  mercenary  speculations  upon 
government  funds,  contracts,  offices — All 
who  had  been  engaged  in  opposition  to 
our  revolution  Englishmen  settled  a- 
mnngst  us,  who  disliked  our  superior  li- 
berty. and  that  prosperity  which  both  ri- 
valled and  upbraibed  England — All  these 
composed  the  federal  party,  with  as 
many  as  different  influences  drew  to  them 
from  thebtdt  of  the  American  people. 

We  shall  see  in  another  paper  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  two  parties,  which  have 
separated  wider  from  each  other  as  they 
acted  more  and  more  on  their  own  princi 
pies;  and  the  different  effects  of  these  oi^ 
the  peace  and  happiness  of  this  country.

FROM  ThITaURORA. 

The  remarks  which  appeared  in  vour 
paper  cn  some  abuses  of  authority  in  the  j 
post  office,  induce  me  to  offer  to  your  con- 1 
sideration,  a lew  additional  facts. 

The  post  office  was  not  originally  in-  j 
stituted  as  an  object  of  revenue.  * i 

The  design  was  to  promote  the  great  j 
uses  of  society,  to  facilitate  intercourse1 
by  correspond  nee. 

To  serve  the  general  interests  by  this  ( 
convenience,  and  to  obviate  distance  by 
the  easy  and  secure  transportation  ofi 
communications  on  business. 

To  afford  the  government  a like  man- 
ner of  transporting  its  communications 
with  the  public  functionaries  free  of  ex- 
pence. 

To  promote  the  circulation  of  general 
information,  and  to  support  thereby  the, 
principles  of  free  government,  by  dissent- i 
inaiirig  a knowledge  of  the  public  trans- 
actions of  congress;  and  other  public  a- 
gents,  among  the  people. 

The  promotion  of  literary  and  scienti- 
fic knowledge,  and  every  thing  tending  to  i 
diffuse  correct  ideas  on  all  subjects  inter- 
esting to  a free  people, 

The  post  office  not  having  Been  intend- 
ed for  an  object  of  revenue,  but  being 
constituted  for  all  those  useful  purposes, 
the  cansideratiofi  will  be,  how  far  the  in. 
stimtion,  as  it  is  now  conducted,  comports 
with  the  original  design. 

I am  free  to  admit  that  it  has  encreased 
as  an  establishment,  and  extended  over  a 
vast  surface,  and  a multitude  of  points  ; 
it  has  served  the  government  free  of  ex- 
pence, that  is,  free  of  every  deduction 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  and  has  paid 
for  itself  in  perhaps  the  best  manner  that 
tax  can  be  levied,  that  is,  according  te  ac- 
tual service.  » 

It  has  also  been  materially  useful  to 
commercial  and  private  intercourse,  and 
has  aided  in  diffusing  information. 

But  what  I take  exception  to,  is  this  y 
that  in  its  management,  and  in  the  rules 
laid  down  for  conducting  it,  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  it  was  instituted  are  lost 
sight  of,  and  the  head  of  that  department, 
like  all  men  invested  with  power,  and  the 
encrease  of  the  passion  is  downward,  has 
conducted  the.  post  office  only  as  if  intend- 
ed to  produce  revenue  ; and  public  utility 
has  been  sacrificed  to  the  most  extrava- 
gant ideas  of  economy. 

Besides  the  complaints  that  prevail  of 
robbery  to  the  southward,  and  the  disre 
gard  of  complaints  made  against  abuses 
of  party  post  masters  and  contractors, 
which  have  deprived  the  post  office  of 
general  confidence,  where  there  is  money 
to  be  transmitted,  the  uncertainty  as  to 
time  as  well  as  insecurity  of  property,  art 
causes  of  complaint,  which  net  only  do 
great  mischief  tothe  public,  but  defeat  in 
a great  measure  the  intention  of  the  es 
taWishment,  and  in  this  way  also  operates 
to  a diminution  of  the  resources  of  the 
post  office. 

A great  abuse  has  been  growing  into 
use  for  two  or  three  years,  which  squints 
very  obliquely  at  the  tyranny  of  the  En 
glish  post  office  : and  whether  it  be  prac- 
tised ilhdea  color  of  economy  or  under  co- 
lor* of  law,  the  practice  is  equally  disrepu 
table  to  the  government,  and  injurious  to 
society.  In  England  the  post  office  has  a 
threefold  charaeter;  it  is  a sinecure  office 
for  two  or  three,  or  more  of  the  oligarocs, 
that  is  the  friends  of  the  executive—  h is  an 
object  of  financial  resource,  as  well  as  a 
political  engine,  in  the  hand  of  the  gov- 
ernment—and  subservient  to  that  financial

It  may  be  said  that  people  ought  to  be 
very  thankful  for  receiving  bank  notes  at 
the  ordinary  postage  of  a sheet  of  paper 
for  each  : and  I will  admit  that  the  thing 
would  not  be  unreasonable  for  large  sums, 
if  the  post  cffice  would  but  guarantee  the 
safety  of  what  is  committed  to-its  charge ; 
but  no  excuse,  no  pretence  of  economy  or 
revenue,  can  justify  the  charge  of  ten, 
twenty,  or  fifty  cents  upon  a letter,  which 
is  written  to  transmit  only  2,  3,  5 or  10 
dollars.  Such  a tax  is  not  to  be  justified 
by  any  construction  of  morality  or  reason ; 
and  so  indefensible  is  it,  that  it  is  never 
attempted  to  be  excused,  but  upon  a prin- 
ciple no  less  absurd,  that  is,  that  it  is  a 
separate  pitce  of  paper.

tile tetter.  This  kind  of  argument,  which 
at  best  is  only  a quibble,  will  be  at  once 
exposed  bv  the  considet  ation,  that  a circu- 
lar letter  of  a merchant,  communicates 
nothing  to  the  intellect,  diffuses  no  infor- 
mation that  concerns  so  iety  ; however, 
the  oppression  of  this  construction  of  the 
post-master  general,  while  its  only  excuse 
is  the  saving  of  trouble  to  the  clerks  of 
the  post-offices,  has  had  a serious  effect 
in  retarding  the  progress  of  literature  ; 
much  more  than  may  be  at  first  sight  con- 
ceived.
